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quality of the premises, or to any condition that existed at the time 
when the tenant entered into possession, or to anything done on the 
premises by the landlord during the existence of the tenancy or lease, 
then, and in such case, the landlord is the person responsible: Pro- 
vided further, That any person who has caused to exist on any prem- 
ises of which he is not the owner, landlord, occupant, or tenant any 
collection of water in which mosquitoes breed or are likely to breed 
is responsible, as well as the owner, landlord, tenant, or occupant, 
as the case may be. 

Section 7. For the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this 
ordinance, the health officer, or his lawful subordinate, may at all 
reasonable times enter in and upon any premises within his 
jurisdiction. 

Section 8. Any person found guilty of a violation of this ordi- 
nance, as described in section 5 hereof, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than one dollar ($1) and not more than twenty-five dollars 
($25). 

Section 9. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect on and 
after the day from the day on which it is approved. 



DIVISION OF VENEREAL DISEASES, FEBRUARY, 1920. 

Table I shows the number of new admissions during the month of 
February to the venereal disease clinics operating under the joint 
control of the United States Public Health Service and the State 
boards of health. 

Table II shows the number of cases of gonorrhea, syphilis, and 
chancroid reported by the State boards of health during February.
